It was long thought that Ben 
Jacobs also descended from one of the twelve tribes, but that theory 
was debunked several years ago. The fifth edition of Newman's Early 
Paper Money of America states that Levy and McHenry were not 
signers of this July 22, 1776 emission, which is clearly not the case. We 
have done a voluminous search of auction results and can only find 
two other examples bearing either of these signers from this series, 
and both together on the same note. One was a $4 note, which was a 
soiled Extremely Fine, that realized $776.25 back in a 2004 sale. The 
other was a $30 note, which we called About Extremely Fine, that 
realized $528.75 in our 2013 ANA sale.

28, 1988, the American Bank Note Company auctioned through 
Christie's Robson Lowe New York several elaborate collages of 
proofs featuring the foreign and United States bank notes which 
they had once printed. 


“A total of ten frames were sold, but just seven contained a 
combination of bank notes from select countries and various 
postage stamps. The others displayed only vignettes and stamps. 


The seven which contained bank notes and stamps were resold 
in Sotheby’s October 24, 2007, auctioned as “Property from 
the HSBC Corporate Art Collection” Each frame brought a 
minimum of $109,000, with the top frame realizing in excess of 
$300,000 in that sale.

Sumner is perhaps most notable for being the victim of a vicious 
caning at the hands of South Carolina representative Preston 
Brooks on the floor of the United States Senate on May 22, 1856. 
Brooks had taken offense to an anti-slavery speech titled “Crime 
Against Kansas” that Sumner had recently given. Sumner was 
so severely injured that he left the Senate to recuperate. He was 
reelected in November 1856 and in time was able to return to 
Washington. 


The $500 Silver Certificates of 1880 feature a large brown 
Treasury Seal at top center with a brown 500 counter below. 
This catalog number has the engraved signatures of Bruce and 
Wyman stacked to the lower right of center. The black printed 
backs display SILVER in large, ornate letters at center. 


This example displays darkly printed inks and evenly circulated 
paper. The design is fully framed by ample margins on both 
the face and back. The grading service has added a “Minor 
Restoration” comment to the back of the holder. Any such work 
appears to be limited in scope and extremely well executed. 
There are no obviously distracting characteristics about the note 
to speak of.

The only difference is that one 
was printed in Washington DC and the other in Forth Worth. 
How did this happen you ask? Well that’s the thing, it’s not 
supposed to happen and has only happened a few times prior. 
Peter Huntoon has written two great in-depth articles about 
these banknotes, once in the March 2020 Bank Note Reporter 
and again in January 2021. 


To summarize, The BEP accidently duplicated some serial 
numbers on the 2013 Series Federal Reserve Star Notes for 
the New York district. In early 2015, Passionate collectors Ed 
Zegers and Mr. Karol Winograd noticed that there were some 
series of 2013 FRN stars circulating for the New York district 
that were not listed in BEP production reports. This alone is 
curious enough, but what really lit this niche world on fire was 
a year and a half later when it was learned that the Fort Worth 
facility had printed more NY stars, some with serial numbers 
in the same range as the previous documented DC issues. The 
print run for series of 2013 New York stars lasted for four and 
half years and resulted in 6,650,000 duplicate serial numbers 
(13,300,000 total notes), again the only difference being that 
half were printed in DC and the other half in Fort Worth. While 
perhaps mundane to some, were this to affect a modern coin (or 
Pokemon card) in the same way, there would be constant news 
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reports and stories of bags of cash exchanging hands to acquire 
these oddball rarities. And to be fair, with more than 13 million 
of these floating around, finding an example is not difficult. The 
challenge is finding a matched pair. 


BEP PRINTING DATA FOR 2013 $1 REPLACEMENT for the 
NEW YORK DISTRICT:-In October and November 2014, the 
DC printing facility received BEP authorization to print Series 
2013 $1 New York Star Notes with serial numbers B00000001 *- 
B00250000%, and B03200001*-B09600000x, they were 
printed and sent out into circulation. 


-In June and July 2016, the FW printing facility received BEP 
authorization to print Series 2013 $1 New York Star Notes with 
serial numbers B00000001%*-B06400000%, and B06400001 *- 
B09600000%, they were printed and sent out into circulation. 


This pair did not magically come together, as members of 
the group found the PMG 66 in an original BEP pack from a 
currency dealer in Alaska. Two years later, the other example 
was found in a coin shop in Germany! 


The project is now lead by Mr. Karol Winograd and several 
collectors have joined the impressive network and have spent 
countless hours recording and tracking any pair possible. 
Searching eBay, auction sites, and even pocket change! Since 
the first pair was discovered in 2016, the group has amazingly 
matched a total of seven pairs. Any estimate here is just a guess 
but owning a pair will allow the new owner to enter an extremely 
elusive club.

red seal he had ever seen. Your cataloger has to agree. The red 
seal is as rich and contrasted as you will ever see. The margins 
are better than average.

This piece is one of two red 
seals known on the more common charter, The First National 
Bank of Julesburg. But throw out the metrics and statistics 
on this one. Just look at the condition. Every other red seal 
afterwards will be a disappointment.

It came into the Stacks Bowers 
New York City office and was consigned without any of the 
distracting “fanfare” that usually precedes the emergence of 
such a numismatic treasure. Meaning that the auction tonight is 
the first time this sheet has ever been on the market. Everyone is 
having an equal and fair chance to obtain a top tier numismatic 
rarity. 

Seasoned collectors will instantly understand the importance 
of such a sheet. But for the uninitiated and/or statisticians, 
consider the following. According to the NBN Census, there are 
just 31 uncut sheets of red seals known. Of that total, only seven 
sheets are serial number ones. Several thousand banks issued 
red seals, yet the number of documented surviving number one 
sheets is just seven. 


From 1945 until mid-2018 there was just a single serial number 
one red seal known to exist from Georgia. It is a lovely example 
from Fort Valley whose whereabouts are currently unknown 
to your cataloger since it was sold several years ago as a nearly 
complete #1 red seal collection. In late 2018 Stacks sold a single 
low grade serial #1 red seal from Hawkinsville. That piece 
brought $21,600. 


Collectors are also fortunate to have an ironclad provenance on 
this sheet. It was saved by Eugene Stetson, the signing cashier. 
His biography is quite impressive and easily found online, but 
some highlights are that in 1905 Eugene W. Stetson founded 
The Citizen Bank in Macon, Georgia. Reportedly, he was the 
youngest President of a U.S. bank at the time. He was recruited 
in 1916 by the Guaranty Trust Company of New York, the largest 
bank in the U.S. to develop the finance business in the South. 
Three years later in 1919, Eugene Stetson organized the public 
offering of the Coca-Cola Company and went on the Board of 
Directors and the Executive Committee where he served until 
his death in 1959 and was the longest serving member of the 
Board and of the Executive Committee when he died. At the 
request of Averill Harriman, Eugene Stetson in the early 1930s 
became Chairman of the Executive Committee of the Illinois 
Central Railroad. He kept the railroad out of bankruptcy during 
the Depression. Stetson rose to become the President, CEO 
and Chairman of the Guaranty Trust. Before he died, Stetson 
organized the purchase of the J.P. Morgan Bank, which didn't 
have a lot of capital, but had a very good management team. He 
died three months after the purchase closed. 


Our estimate is admittedly quite conservative. Don't fall in 
love with that range and expect to walk away with what will 
undoubtedly be a front cover item for as long as banknotes are 
collected.

The town 
of Centralia was founded by George Washington, a free African 
American in 1872. Washington is best remembered today as being one 
of the leading African American pioneers of the Pacific Northwest. 
The Northern Pacific Railroad was to pass through the location and 
Washington, being a business-savvy individual, filed for a plat for the 
town. The town fared well under Washington, who even gave personal 
loans and forgave debt to keep the economy going. The primary 
economy for the town was coal, lumber, and dairy products. The name 
“Centralia” came from the town being a halfway point between Tacoma 
and Kalama. 


The United States National Bank of Centralia was organized on June 
10th, 1907 and issued notes from the Red Seal and Date Back series. 
The bank went into receivership on September 21st, 1914 and issued 
$455,200 during it’s lifetime. As of 1916 $21,725 was still outstanding 
on the bank and as of 2021, a scant three notes are reported in Track 
and Price's census. This note is the only example from the census to 
have an auction record, and realized $10,200 in January of this year. 
This example is the highest denomination reported to the bank, and 
any Pacific Northwest or rare national collector will vie to add this note 
to their collection.

3, The Bidding Process. The Auctioneer shall have the right to open or accept the bid- 
ding on any lot by placing a bid on behalf of the Consignor or his or her agent; a Bidder 
by mail, telephone, Internet or telefax; or any other participant in the Auction Sale. Bids 
must be for an entire lot and each lot constitutes a separate sale.
